gospel truth

Let’s read Mark ll: 24-26, 
“Therefore I say unto you, 
What things soever ye desire, 
when ye pray, beleive that ye 
receive them, and ye shall 
have them. And when ye 
stand praying, forgive, if ye 
have aught against any: that 
your Father also which is in 
heaven may forgive you your 
trespasses. But if ye do not 
forgive, neither will your 
Father which is in heaven 
forgive your trespasses.” 


As Jesus walked the face of 
this earth, he constantly 
reminded the multitudes that 
pressed him that he was there 
to show them the Father - 
God and His perfect will for 
their lives. Therefore when 
we behold the life and 
teachings of Christ we see 
also the earnest desire of our 
Heavenly Father. Contary to 
popular belief, these precious 
teachings have not passed 
away but remain as a stan­ 
dard of successful living for 
Christians committed to 
destroying the works of 
Satan. (I Peter 2:21). 
I want to deal this week 
with forgiveness and its 
significance especially in the 
area of prayer. Let’s look 
first at why unforgiven^ is 
so deadly.

5:6) Unforgiveness genders 
strife and bitterness; the 
extreme opposite.

We 
also see from V. 26 that God 
will not forgive those who 
harbor unforgiveness in their 
heart.

n e a rly 
anything that can be inhaled 
can cause asthma in some 
child, somewhere. That in­ 
cludes smoke from parents’ 
cigarettes. Even children 
who are not sensitive to 
tobacco smoke are affected 
by it. Second-hand smoke 
weakens the lung defenses, 
steps up 
the heartbeat, 
increases blood pressure and 
robs the body of the oxygen it 
needs. Some studies indicate 
colds and breathing problems
